“5, The presence of the fleet in 
the French waters has caused the 
advance of insurance rates, involvin; 
commercial losses on the Japanese.” 

Already the traffic between Shan, 
hai and Japan shows signs of dis- 
organisation, and it is hoped that 
the Japanese will soon be ablo to 
take some steps to restore confidence 
in the safety of the Yellow Sea. 
Neutral steamers are fairly safe 
from the fact that the Tuseian

We have no news yet of any great 
movement on land.

victorious troops were advancing 
southward, There has ben uo con- 
firmation of this in any form, and 
it need not be: taken too serious'y.

“Asahi Shimbun,” “there will be a 
big avtion b-fire the summer rains 
commence in July.

At the same 
time this officer flatly denies that the 
Jnpanese armies have any intention 
of halting where they are. He dos 
not assign the greatest operations to 
the period between this and July, 
but he does foretell fighting on a 
very considerable scale.

* ference to Russian reinforcements, 
he appears to think -that, judging 
from the quality of recent. arrivals, 
the enemy has no more first-clvss 
troops to send,” 

The statements that Viadivos'ock 
has been isolated by the cutting of| 
the railway are so far unconfirm- 
ed, but the news is by no means 
improbable. Vladivostock is cer- 
tainly expec'ing a siege, and will 
probably not be disappointed.

WANTED! 
A PERIPATETIC 
EMPEROR. 


22nd May. 
Ir is a common complaint of the 
Chinese people that between them 
and the officials who rule them, and 
upon whose summary decisions so 
much often depends, there is an impas- 
sable barrier. This state of things 
is not merely Chinese, it is Oriental. 
‘As the proverb says: “An official 
never enters the dwelling of one 
of the common people.” Petitions, 
complaints, all communicatious are 
filtered through the hands of a sub- 
ordinate (Kao An Mén), who often 
practically becomes the substantive 
magistrate; hie nominal superior 
being in reulity his shadow, the 
people being quite helpless, merely 
relieving themselves by audible gram- 
bling, anonymous placards, biting 
nicknames, aad not infrequently open 
reviling. From the days of Haroun 
al Raschid of beppy Arabian Nights 
memory, it has been the way of 
enterprising Oriental rulers, and 
officials, to visit the districts which 
they govern, incognito and often by 
night, thus obtaiuing an insight and 
an outlook otherwise impossible, 
By Chinese officials of all grades this 
js still done, to the great delight of 
the people when it is known, and 
not infrequently to the material pro~ 
motion of the ends of justice, as per 
‘Arabian Nighs pattern already 
cited. It often happens that intel- 
ligent Chinew officials sre under 
obligation to intelligent foreigners 
for information as to facts which the 
former cannot get av through the 
opaque medium surrounding them. 
The establishment of the Imperial 
Chinese postal system has some- 
times enabled, and will probably in 
favure increasingly enable, some rays 
of outer light to penetrate the dense 
official darkness, often not unwel* 
come since too much knowledge is 
frequently very inconvenient: for all 
grades of mandarins.

MORE PONTOONS 
WANTED. 


28rd May. 

Aout a week ago the tender for 
the American mail steamer was 
advertised to leave the P. & O. jetty 
at 9 p.m. Iv was a dark night and 
the rain was falling, and when the 
unfortunate passengers reached the 
pontoon, they found the P. & O. 
tender Gutzlaff moored alongside for 
the night deing nothing, and the 
Victoria outside her; and they had 
to clamber over the Gutzlaff in the 
darkness and rain with their emall 
in their hands, stumbling 

rover various ol les in the narrow 
« passages on the Gutzlaff's deck, to 
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get to the Victoria. This is one 
instance out of many of the utter 
inadequacy of the arrangements here 
for passeogers arriving and depart 
ing. It is almost incredible that a 
large commercial city like this, with 
a fine river frontage, where there is 
a very large and constant passenger 
traffic, has still no decent covered 
landing-stage for passengers, ‘and 
that the control of the pontoons is 
so imperfect that a tender which is 
doing nothing is allowed to lie for 
hours alongside the one passenger 
pontoon to the serious inconvenience 
of passengers anxious to get on 
board their tender for Woosung. 

But it is not passengers only who 
complain of the inadequacy of tho 
facilities afforded by the municipal 
jetties. At the meeting of the 
committee of the General Chamber 
of Commerce on the 8th inst., the 
following letter was read, addressed 
to the Chairman of the Chamber by 
Messrs. Reiss & Co. and thirteen 
other prominent firms in Shanghai :— 

Shanghai, Ist April 1905. 

Dean Sin,—We bog to call your atton- 
tion to the inadequate facilities afforded 
by the Municipal jetties for landing and 
shipping the large quantity of import and 
‘export er.» which now comes and goes 
from the snglish Settlement; it is an 
ever-increasing quantity, and serious in- 
convenience and loss are now being felt 
by all concerned.

that there is plenty of room for three 
times the length of pontoons now in 

ition, and there is no reasun 
whatever why there should not be 
practically ‘a continuous pontoon, 
with lanes here and there through 
which sampans and other small crafi 
could get between the pontoons and 
the Bund. This would not in any way 
interfere with the use and enjoyment 
of the lawns between the roadway 
and the river, except that there 
would have to be some more roads; 
made through them, And most| 
certainly there should be a covered 
pontoon reserved for passengers, and. 
the covered pontoon in front of the 
Customs shows that this would be, 
no eyesore at all. If at the same’ 
time the long-desired removal of the 
Opium Hulks were carried out, there, 
would be nothing more to be desired 
for many years. ‘The letter from the 
fourteen firms to the Chamber of 
Commerce, and through the Chamber 
to the Council, will not fail of its, 
object, and steps will doubtless soon 
be taken to remedy the present 
congestion and the inconveniences!

trated upon at the ue, came 
prominently before the public, that) 
the circumstances will hardly be 
fresh in public memory. At the 
close of 1901, the Japanese Govern- 
ment, which was already looking 
with anxiety towards the prospect of 
a breach with Russia, and which 
was, moreover, burdened by the war| 
with China from which it had 
emerged victorious, but somewhat] 
exhausted, was casting about in all 
directions to replenish its exchequer. 
Domestic bonds were not viewed 
with kindliness, and attempts to 
raise loans in America and elsewhere 
had failed completely. The people 
were already oppressed by heavy 
taxation, trade was at a.low ebb, 
Marquis Ito had not yet eet out on 
the expedition round the world which 
was to end in the conclusion of the 
Anglo-Japanese Alliance. It was at’ 
this time that the Government 
determined to impose a tax upon 
houses, and to levy it indiscriminalely 
on Japanese sutjec's and foreigners 
resident in the country. Extraterri- 
toriality had been abolished, but the 
foreigners protested against the tax, 
so far as it concerned them, on the 
ground that thetreaties made by their| 
Government with Japan had given 
them perpetual 





taxation on land and houses al- 
ready in their possession. The 
referred the matter to their 
Legations, and negotiations took 
place, as the result of which it was 
agreed that the question should be 
arbitrated upon by the Hague 
Tribunal, So pressed, however, was 
the Jay Government for money, 
or so confident of its rights, that i6 
refused to remit the taxation pend- 
ing the arbitration; the most it 
would allow was that, in the event 
of the decision going in favour of the 
foreigners, the amounts alread 
collected would be returned. This 
did not at all satisfy the foreigners, 
who, thereupon, organised a passive 
resistance movement, similar to that 
which has been adopted by noncon- 
formists at home in respect of the 
Education Rate. Incidents which 
have been almost exactly paralleled 
in England then occurred. The 
Courts issued warrants for distraint 
on the non-complying foreigners, and 
the seizure of property was carried 
out, happily with as little friction 
and irritation as the circumstances 
permitted. Usually the officers of the 
law discovered that the defaulters 
conveniently kept their money in 
small envelopes lying casually on 
their office desks, and that these 
contained exactly the amount of the 
unpsid rate. While the distraints 
were in full swing, the conclurion 
of the Allidnce between Great 
Britain and Japan was announced 
and the larger issue has overshadow- 
ed the smaller grievance. Our tele- 
gram to-day announces, however, 
that the recalcitrant foreigners have 
been completely justified at the 
Hague. 





THE CHARTERED 
BANK MEETING. 


26th May, 

Ar the fifty-first ordinary gencral 
meeting of the shareholders in the 
"Chartered Bavk of India, Australia, 
and China, held in London on the 
19th ult, the chairmen, Sir Montagu 
Cornish 'urner, made a speech which 
contains such an excellent survey of 
the field of the Bank’s operations in 
the East, that a brief summary of it 
will be read with much interest. Sir 
Montagu began his speech with a 
feeling reference to the retirement of 
Mr. Howard Gwyther—whom a few 
old residents remember as a bill- 
broker in Shanghai—after some forty 
years’ arduous labour in the Bank, 
of which he was recently chairman, 
“I need hardly say,” Sir Montagu 
continued, referring to Mr. Gwyther's 
decision to retire, and seek a measure 
of repose and freedom from the cares 
and responsibilities of office, “that 
his fellow-directors received this de- 
cision with the very greatest regret, 


exemption “from|for they fully appreciated Mr, 
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Gwyther’s great services to the bank, 
the sound and sagacious judgment 
invariably displayed, and his unrival- 
led experience in all matters relating 
to E-stern exchange banking.” And 
Sir Montasu read the very flattering 
resolution in reference to Mr. 
Gwyther’s sorviees passed by the 
board in January last, and recorded 
in the annals of the bank. 

Passing from this persynal topic, 
Sir Montagu went on to say that 
during 1904 a healthy state of trade 
existed in the Enst, almost without 
excep'imn. Ind.a had a year of ex- 
ceptional prosperity, both in imports 
and exports, and the Financial Mem- 
ber of Council had been able to show 
a handsome surplus and to produce 
a Budget suffizier't to justify a far- 
ther material reduction ia the salt 
tax, which will b-nefit in some degree 
the mass of the people of India. 
The tea industry ia India, a most 
deserving industry, abso'utcly sound 
in itself, is prssing through a cycle 
of depression, but it mzrits every 
encouragement both at the hands of 
the Indian and British Governmenty. 
It is hoped that the whevt and seed 
crops will be gwod this year, but 
India has suffered, like Chins, from 
the abnormally long continuance of 
yold weather. Sir Montagu con- 
sluled his remarks on India with a 
sympathetic re‘erence to the great 
sarthquake which has rec-ntly cxused 
such wide-spread suffering and loss. 

“To the Far East,” the chairman 
went on to say, “our attention is 
yntred on Japan, where, in spite of 
ihe war with Russia, the trade of 
ihe country not only maintains a 
iormal level, but shows an uppre- 
viable expansion. The value of 
mports has for 1904 reschid the 
righ figure of 371 million yen, being 
in increase of 54 million yen over 
(903, while exports were valued at 
319 million yen, or an increase of 30 
ni lion yen over,the preceding year, 
(t is noteworthy that the exports of 
ilk goods show a substuntial increase 
wing to the self-denial of the weal: hy 
Jusses, and that the present rice crop 
s estimated at 20 per cent abov- the 
iverage. As a matter of fact, the 
var appears to have hd little or no 
ll-eff- ct on the trade of the country, 
ind with a population of 46 millions, 
fapan cin count on 3$ millions to 
ecrwit the ranks of tha army, of 


chich she is so deserved!y proud. 
vis well to remember how greatly

of that country.” 

After this very brief reference to 
China, and its’ brevity must be 
taken as a proof that everything 
went well iu China last year, Sir, 


Montagu drew attention to the re- 
markable development of trade now 
in progress between America and 


the Far East. “Apparently,” he 
said,“ America aims ut monopolising 
the trade of the Far East.” As our 
continental friends are never tired 
of te'ling us that we are nursing a 
viper in our bosom, as Japan, they 
insist, also aims at taonopolising the 
tra'le of the Far Enst, it would seem 
that the outlook for British com- 
merce is slim. But there is no note 
of depression in the Chairm in’s con- 
cluding remarks. In fact, he con- 
gratulntes bis sharehold rs on the 
working of the bank, though he 
points out that, “competition grows 
apace, margins become finer, and to 
ensure reasonable returns the volume 
of business must necessarily he 
multiplied.” This means extension 
of risks, and demands addition to 
the reserve fund. The proposals of 
the directors for the disposition of 
the profits were then explained, and 
why it was decided not to pay a 
larger dividend ; but, he added : “ We 
hope, gentlemen, all things being 
well, to weet you next: year with a 
report which muy justify our de- 
claring a slightly higher dividend

The Gover- 
nor thanked the doctor in person for 
what he had done, and the Imperial 
Commissioner, Tich ‘Liang, while here on 
his visit of inspection, expressed himsolf 
as greatly pleased when told of the 
ambulance corps, which he said was the 
first to be established in the Chinese 
army. It seemed that some notice should 
be taken of this last interesting fact, so 
Dr. MacWillio decided to give exch 
member of the corps an appropriate 
medal asa memorial of it. The formal 
presentation of these medals was the 
occurrence referred to abo 

(On the day fixed for this presentation, 
the soldiers of the Camp, three hundred 
strong, marched in the early afternoon to 
the compound of the American Church 
Mission. They fairly inundated the place, 
filling the guost-rooms and overflowing on | 
the Tawn and terraces. After a brief 
preliminary of toa and talking, tho 
soldiers were drawn up in a horse-shoo 
formation on the lawn, facing toward « 

ighor terrace, on whi 1° five squads 
adtthe tnosad nebalanes cepa; ccpnidesd 
since the first corps completed their 
course, opened the exercises with = com- 
petitive stretcher drill. When this was 
decided, Bishop Roots, of the American 
Church Mission, who had made a special !

an address to the whole body of student- 
soldiers, telling of the high sim and 
splendid service of the Red Cross Society, 
and of the significance of the cross, its 
chosen symbol. Ho was followed by 
Commander Tang, the head of the Train- 
ing Camp, whose speech was, for tho 
most part, a fervent, but well-deserved 
tribute of thanks to Dr. MacWillic, to 
whom the organisation and very efficient 
training of the corps were due, and who 
was himsolf giving the medals to be 
presented that day, 




















After this came the presentation itself, 
The medals were of silver, with a centre 
of white enamel on which was emblazoned _ 
the red cross. They were presented by 
Bishop Roots, and fastened on the breast 
of each soldier by Mrs. MacWillio, as one 
by one they came forward to receive 
them. The part taken by.a lady in this 
ceremony was a significant reminder of 
the fact, that in China the old order is 
changing, giving place to new. 

Medals were also given the best men of 
the secnd ambulance corps for special 
proficiency in the general instruction of 
the course, these men having been deter- 
mined by previous examination. Finally, 
the winning squad of the competitive 
stretcher drill was presented with a beau- 
tiful trophy flag of white silk, also bear- 
ing the red cross. 

After the native photographer had 
put in his work, the battalion re- 
formed and marched back to camp, tho 
vietorious squad proudly flaunting 
their flag before their disappointed 
rivals. The people on the — stroot 
ere much mystified by this visit of so 
many soldiers to the Mission, and with 
what they could hear of the subsequent 
ceremony. There was good deal of 
talk about it, but they do not seem to 
know what to think, and we have heard no 
definite conjecture.

A great one hundred and thirty foot 
chimney has recently been erected nt tho 
Imperi«l Mint here.

As we heard of 
no protest from the masters of féngshui 
mysteries wo hailed this as an indication 
that the tyranny of this superstition was 
becoming a thing of the past. We wore 
doomed to disappointment, howover. As 
soon as the chimney was completed, it 
was black-washed from top to bottom, 
and now rears itself aloft in swart uo- 
loveliness. The reason for this proceduro, 
we are told, is that black being invisible 
in the world of spirits, the chimney 
thereby made innocuous. ‘The subter- 
ranean dragons and other lords of occult 
infinences, rest in peace.

The Earthquake Disaster. 

Harrowing descriptions of poril to life 
‘and’limb continue to pour in, but on the 
whole there is nothing fresh to tell. Tho 
history of the tragedics and adventures 
of ono or two families, if multiplied a 
thousand-fold, fitly describes the whole. 
Later accounts have not had the effect 
of diminishing the accounts of wide- 
mouthed rumour, but ot: the coutrary, 
the reality for was far greater, as 
proved by the statistics since collected, 
than was at first imagined. Dharmasala 
in the Kangra district of the Himala; 
has been literally laid flat; those not 
immediately killed by the fallen walls 
and roofs, suffered torture penned within 
tho fallen buildings, or if lucky enough 
to be outside, had to face the horrors cf 
starvation, as it was quite twenty-four 
hours before food began to arrive un the 
scene. The authorities strainod every 
nerve to supply medical assistance 
ard provisions as quickly as possible 
to the survivors; those who were able to 
leave the plice are described as looking 
shattered, dazed, and half-starved.

A County Hall. 

Another London County Council pro- 
posal which is arousing much opposition, 
especially from the “Daily Muil,” is that 
for the erection of a grext County Hall on 
the south bauk of the Thames, uecarly 
opposite to the Houses of Parliament. 
‘The site will cost about £600,000, and the 
whole schome will involve an expenditure 
of £1,700,000. It certainly seems an im- 
mense sun; but after all, iti 
membered that the County Council 
charge of the local government of the first 
city of the world, with a population equal 
to that of some flourishing kingdoms, it 
may well be contended that the sum is 
not excessive. Their hundreds of employees 
are at present: in various buildings 
dotted about London, a system involving 
some inevitable waste xnd inefficiency. 
A site for» County Hall big enough for 
all ite par; ‘could not have. been 
obtained for anything like this sum in any 
part of Central London north of the Thames; 
and it would hardly be creditable if the 
richest city ia the world could not afford 
for ite central municipality a building fit to 
vie with that of acontinental capital. There 
have been many schemesfor a County Hall. 
‘One suggestion was to build it on a bridge 
across the Thames, to vie with Old London 
Bridge ; another was to place it where 
Holywell St. used to stand—perhaps the 
most expensive site outside the City ; and 
the scheme adopted is certainly about the 
most economical of them all.

One of the principal faults I find in 
nearly all the boats is a tendency to look- 
ing out of the boat, perfectly inexcusable 
in an eight ; another fault is that of not 
straightening the arms when reaching 
out. One arm—the inner—is also 
usually crooked, snd one—the outer 
—straight. Consequently, when the oar 
catches the water, the whole of the 
weight is thrown upon the one arm, or 
else the stroke is not begun at the proper 
timo or wit full purchase, and the water 
laid hold of comparatively late, and so 
the opportunity of getting the earliest 
and lightest lift_on the boat is neglected.

To the Editor of the 
“Norra-Cama Darty News.” 


‘Stn,—In newspaper controversy, espe- 
ciully when accompanied by the use of 
niljectives, the first thing to do is to got 
nt the facts. .When the Report of the 
Philippine Commission on Opium was 
quoted from your issue of 25th April, 
1900, the whole extract was placed 
quotation marks, and thore was nothing 
to show how much was taken unchanged 
from “ Messrs. Rocher and Hippisley in 
Shanghai Trade Reports,” how much from 
the“ Amoy Trade Report” for 1891, how 
much from “ Mr. Simpson in the (Swatow) 
Trade Report for 1895,” or how much 
from the Kiukiang reports which are also 
referred to. In point of fact the quotatior 
from “Messrs. Rocher and Hippisley 
is limited to the following two lines 
“have given it as their opinion that the 
sale of morphia ought to be especially 
restricted.” 

The Philippine Commissioners have, 
of course, brought together all the 
tostimony they could collect on the 
subject of their inquiry, and have shown 
themselves as men with no preconceived 
bias, In quoting the extract which has 
elicited this correspondence, they say of 
it only that it “may be worth consider- 
ing ;” but in considering the statements 
made, it would be well to ask tea-men if 
they ‘attribute the falling off in th 
shipments of ton to tho increase in the 
opium habit, or even to the substitution 
of morphia for opium ; aud the opinion 



































of sugar refiners on the reasons 
fur their reduced purchases of Amoy 
aud Swatow sugar, will be — the 


opinion best worth considering. There 
is enough of sound argument to be found 
against both crude opium and the much 
more pernicious extracted morphia, with- 
out basing it on false promises.

THE ORIENT. 


To the Editor of :he 
“ Norra-Cuina Dany News.” 


‘Sim,—Tho letter from Mr. Arnold Foster 
published in your issue of to-day is Jack- 
ing in that accuracy which the public 
has e right to expect from those who pose 
as its instructors and claim to be entitled 
to correct others. Mr. Foster says “all 
the (Philippine) Commissioners have done 
is to quote at length in inverted commas 
a leading article that appeared in the 
‘N.-C. D. N. for the 25th April, 1900. 
‘This article is a review of the Shanghai 
‘Trade Reports of Messrs Rocher and 
Hippisley which apparently had just been 
issued. Mr. Clenuell may be right as to 
his criticism of the facts it gives, but if 





he jis, the only ‘Commissioners’ who 
are responsiblo*for what he calls a ‘mare's 
nest’ are Commissioners Rocher and Hip- 
pisley.” Mr. Foster says the article lay 
before him as he wrote. Possibly, but 
one wonders whether he ever read it; 
and, if be did, how he could commit 
himself to such to an uawarrauted state- 
ment. The only reference I find in the 
article to the Trade Reports of Mr. 
Rocher and myself is the statement 
that we gavo “it as our opinion that 
the sale of morphia ought to be specially 
restricted.” This is true, but the pro- 
posal was not “just” made, as Mr. 
Foster gives us to understand. It was in 
1894 and 1895 that I recommended that 
the trade in morphia should be placed 
under proper control or that a practically 
prohibitive duty should be levied on the 
drug; and in 1896 that Mr. Rocher en- 
dorsed and emphasised these rocommen- 
dations. 

The remainder of the article deals, not 
with the trade of Shanghai, but with that 
of Amoy, Swatow, and Kiukiang, gi 
extracts from the reports for various 
years from those ports dealing with the 
‘steady increase in the use of morphia, 
and statistics regarding the import of 
opium and the export, chiefly, of tea. 
What then does Mr. Foster mean by 
describing the article as “a review of the 
Shanghai Trade Reports?” Is he so 
little acquainted with the Customs An- 
nual Reports on Trade that he is unaware 
that it is the Commissioner at each port 
who is responsible for the published 
analysis of the trade at bis port for th 
year? Lt is, however, the writer of the 
article alone, not any Commissioner of 
Customs, who is responsible ‘for the dis- 
covery that the growth or fall of trade at 
any port can be measured by increased 
or decreased indulgence there in the 
opium habit, and that the ruin of 
the China tea trade is duo solely to such 
indulgence. They are too well acquainted

The 
so-called “facts” in the article, so far as 
they relate to any relation betwoon trade 
generally and indulgence in the opium 
habit, are admittedly not supplied by 
the Customs service; the statistics are 
‘supposed to be. It is not, however, to 
any statistics published by the Customs 
that Mr, Clennell takes exception, but to 
the deductions drawn from them by the 
writer of the article. Indeed it is to 
these statistics that he appeals in order 
to show how untenable those deductions 
are. As to whether these latter were 
deserving of being perpetuated in 
serious official document, opinions may 
differ ; that their claim to acceptance has 
not been improved by Mr. Foster’s 
inaccurate championship, there can be 
no doubt.

20th May, 
Rapid Promotion. 

It is reported from Peking that Yu 
Chéog-k®, recently promoted from the 
Taotaiship of the Yuchiang Intendancy 
of Kuangsi province to be Provincial 
Judge of the same, will soon be pro- 
moted again, this time to the North as 
Provincial Treasurer of Chihli, This 
official was a Consor in Peking during the 
Boxer émoute of 1900, and gained 
notoriety there as a stroug supporter of 
the policy of expelling “ Western Bar- 
bariens” into the sea “from whence they 
had come.” As such he gained the 
friendship and patronage of the Boxor 
leaders, the ex-Prince Tuan and Kang 
Yi and to such an extent that he is 
given the credit in mandarin circles 
of having been entrusted by his two 
patrons with the drawing up in July 
of that year of the forged Imperial 
edicts, ordering missionaries to be 
driven out of the country, ‘commanding 
the massacre of all foreigners throughout 
the Empire end such like sanguinary 
edicts, When the Boxer movement 
collapsed and puvishments wers being 
dealt out by the Refugee Court at Hsian, 
under coercion of the Allies, Ya Chéng- 
k& found the atmosphere of Peking un- 
conducive to his health and went into 
the seclusion of his village-home in the

Hanan highlands. So well did he cover 
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his tracks that while his colleague in 
drawing up some of these forged Imperial 
decrees Lien Wén-tsung was cashiored 
and dismissed the service, Yi Chéng-ké 
himself escaped scot free, so that when 
all was quiet again he returned once more 
to Peking. Shrewd as ever, he was ap- 
parently still of the opinion that Peking 
was not quite a safe place to remain, so 
soon after the restoration of peace, as any 
one knowing his antecedents might rake 
up old scores, report him to the foreign 
legations and bring sorrow upon his head 
A successful intrigue therefore obtained 
for him appointment in 1902 to the 
socluded inland prefectship of Hanchung- 
fn, in Shensi province. Being of a rest- 
less disposition, affairs in Kuangsi attract- 
ed his attention, aud he drew up a 
schome—Ya Chéng-ké is a wonderful 
hand at drawing up schemes—by which 
the rebels in Kuangsi could be brought 
to their senses and order restored in the 
province. As a consequence he was 
transferred there from Shensi, and being 
‘& good talker, persuaded Viceroy Tsén 
Ch‘un-hsiien to appoint him acting Taotai 
of the Yuchiang Intendancy of Kuangsi, 
with command over a brigade of troops. 
By lucky operations he managed to gain 
a few victories over the rebels, and with 
this prestige, coupled with the admira- 
tion for the man felt by Viceroy Tsén, who 
secretly momorialised the Throne .that 
Yii Chng-ké was a man of ability above 
the average, he was promoted within a 
few months Provincial Judge of Kuangsi. 
Although absent from Peking, Yi Chéng- 
ké still has a large number of friends 
among the Conservative Party and thes 
eucouraged by the eulogistic memori 
of Viceroy ‘sin, aro working to got 
their man promoted to Chibli as Pro- 
vincial Troasuror. It is to be hoped that 
should Yi Chéng-ké get the post, the 
lesson taught by the Allies in 1900 has 
damped his Boxer proclivities. 
A Very Good Idea. 

We understand that Acting Consul- 
General Davidson, has written a dispatch 
to the Shanghai Taotai, with rogard 
to the proposed boycott of America 
goods, etc. by Chinese, that it is his 
(Mr. json’s), opinion that there 
is some misunderstanding amongst the 
Chinese with reference to the tenour 
of the proposed new Exclusion Troaty, 
and that he would like the Taotai to 
invite as many of the principal Chinese 
merchants and members of the gentry in 
Shanghai to meet him at the Bureau of 
Foreign Affairs on the Bubbling Well 
Road, on a day to be set by the Taotai, 
where Acting Consul-General Davidson 
may address them and explain away all 
doubtful points concerning the proposed 
‘Troaty. Mr. Davidson further stated 
that he would also be glad to forward to 
his Government any petition that the 
Chinese merchants, and gentry may desire 
to present to President Roosevelt, 

The Proposed Boycott of 
American Goods, etc. 

It is stated that a native member of 
one of the American missionary socicties, 
named Pao Hsien-ch‘ang, proposes to 
hold a meeting ef his fellow-converts at 
the Moule Memorial Chapel to-morrow 
afternoon at 3 o'clock to discuss the 
recent action of Chinese merchants and 
gentry to boycott American goods, ete., 
as a protest against alleged unjust clauses 
in the proposed new exclusion Treaty.

Activity of the Triad Society. 
As is generally known the Triad Secret 
Society” of Kuangtung province - was 


middle of the sixties, after the collapse 
of the Taiping rebellion which followed 
the capture of Nanking and the death at 
the time of Hung Hsiu-ch‘uen, the so- 
called “ Heavenly King,” or. “ Emperor,” 
of the Heavenly, or Taiping dynasty. 
The Chinese name of the Tri: is San- 
h6 Hui (Cantonése Sanhop Wu‘), although 
it is sometimes also called Santien Hui 
(Cantonese Samtien Wui) or “ Three- 
dots” Society. This last has been some- 
times called a branch of the Triads, but 
as far as can be learned this idea 
seems to be erroneous. As any- 
one in the South knows, the Triads still 
have the ambition of ousting the present 
Manchu dynasty, and so they have had a 
hend in almost every insurrection that 
has started in Two Kuang pro- 
vinees. Advices to hand now state ¢l 
the members of this Society, under their 
newer designation of Santien Hui, have 
become very active, proselytising of late 
in the northern districts of Kuangtung 
province, especially in the sub-prefecture 
of Chiayingchou, where they are said to 
number over 7,000 men. One result of 
this is that operations are being pushed 
further north, so that, according to a 
Foochow dispatch, a large body has 
penetrated the districts of Wuping 
in Fukien, and Huich‘ang in Kiangsi 
province. “This would seem to give the 
idea that tho Triads are working to join 
hands with the Kolao Hui and its branches, 
the Great Sword (Tatao), and Dagger 
(Siaotao) Societies, in the Yangtze Valley. 
Evidently the suthorities of Min-Che 
(Fukion and Chékiaug provinces) and 
i think this new movement 
Triads dangerous enough to 
serious attention, and we under- 
measures have bean arrived at 
int military action between the 
high authorities of the provinces above 
noted. There also seems to be an idea in 
mandarin.circles that the secret societies 
are hoping that the Chinese Govern- 
ment will be involved in difficulties by 
the arrival of the Baltic Fleet in Chinese 
waters, which will turn away the atten- 
tion of the authorities, for the nonce, from 
the operations of the secret societies 
from the Liangkiang and Hukuang pro- 
vinces in the Contre down to the Min- 
Ché, Two Kuang and Yin-Kuei (Yaunan 
and Kuicbon) provinces in the South. 


The Haichon Affair. 
‘The following dispatch comes from 
Tsingkiangpu with reference to the visit 
of German war vessels to Haichou sub- 
prefecture, near the old mouth of the 
Yellow River :—About the middle of the 
month of April last a German merchant 
arrived at Haichou from Tsingtao, 
making enquiries about the price of 
Deancakes in that part of the coun- 
try. Then abont the beginning of this 
month of May two German warships 
suddenly arrived in the offing, when it 
was observed that those on board were 
surveying the coast and taking soundings 
in that vicinity. Eventually the ships 
were seen firing rounds from their big 
guus, whether as a salute is uncertain, 
anyhow no sooner had the visitors done 
this than they were observed to steam 
in, As far as can be ascertained 
there was neither any attempt on the 
part of the Germans to take possession of 
any of the outlying islets, nor: was any- 
thing done to drive off the inhabitants 
from their homes. Furthermore there 
has been no rising of secret societies or 
salt smugglers iu Haichou sub-prefecture. 
So far quiet reigns in Haichou. Several |

lenient treaty can be obtained.

Progress in Hunan. 

No less than eight officials holding 
substantive and, in al instances, 
quite lucrative posts in Hunan province, 
either as sub-profects, district magis- 
trates or district directors of studies, 
have recently. petitioned H.E. Tuan 
Fang, Governor of the provines, to bo 
allowed to resign their respective posi- 
tions so that they may go abroad, either 
to Japan or Europe, to travel ‘around 
and extend their prosout knowledge. 
The enlightened Governor, Tuan Fang, 
was naturally excoodingly pleased at this 
landable desire to see the outside world 
amongst his subordinate officials, and not 
only gave his unquilified assent but also 
ordered that each of the applicants 
should be paid a certain amount for 
passage money, while 
time, his Excellency ii 
Provincial Treasurer to appoint offici 
become locum tenentes for the travellors, 
so that when they returned from abroad 
they would find their origiual posts 
kept for them. This exceptional tre 
ment by the Governor has beon dei 
appreciated by ull classes of offic 
should serve as an incentive to other 
mandarins to apply for leave to travel 
nbroad. 


























On the Alert, 

‘The “ Sinwénpao” has the following 
which we translate :—At the 3rd watch 
of the night (about 1 a.m ) the day before 
yesterday, the Shanghai Taotai received 
‘a formal dispatch from the Japane 
Consul-Geueral stating that there are 
indications on the part of the interned 
Russian refugee cruiser Askold to make a 
night escape from the harbour, in support 
of which that vessel appears to have 
changed her berth to midstream. In 
view of this the Japanese Consul-General 
requested the Tactai to make instant 
preparation to prevent this violation of 
the neutrality Inwa by the Russians. On 
receipt of the news Yuan Taotai at once 
sont for Liu Taotai, the special deputy sen- 
here by Viceroy Chou Fu, on account of 
his knowledge of Russian, and showed him 
the Jupauese Consul-Geueral’s dispatch 
and requested him to go without loss of 
time and ask the Russian commander of 
the cruiser the reason of his changing 
his berth to midstream. Liu Taotai, 
accompanied by Lieutenant Wau of the 
Shanghai Taotai’s Bodyguards, did so, 
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but the ‘ole reply that. could be 
got from the Russians was that they 
“had merely shifted their berth, 
because of the high tide prevailing 
on ‘he river that night,” or mornin, Nt 
another word of explan would the 
Russian commander and his officers vouch- 
saf+ to the excited Chine-e officials whe 
had come on board the Askeld. In con- 
nequencs of this the Shanghai Taotai could 
not do anything m-re than give strict 
P.Tsonal injunctions to the commanders 
of the Chinese cruisers Nansban and 
Chi . which are lying near the 
Askold, fo keep vigilant watch on the 
movements of the cruiser and the des- 
troyer Grosovei and to prevent them from 
Jeaving the harhoor ‘at all costa.”

Srm,—L I am instructed by tho Lord 
President of the Council to send you two 
copies of an Order in Council dated the 
20th March, 1905, amending the 
procedure to be followed in England in 
Appeals to His Majesty in Council whoro 
‘© Respondent fails to enter an Ap- 
pearance, and to ask you to be good 
‘enough to bring the contents of the Order 
under the notice of the learued Judges of 
the Supreme Court, 

2. Iam, at the samo timo, to explain 
that the Order, which has been assonted 

Colonial and India Offices, was 
in respouse to representations 
made tothe Lords of the Judicial Com- 
mittee from many quarters as to the 
inconvenience and expense of the existing 
practice in cases where a Respondent 
does not enter an Appearance, 

3. The object of the Order is, on tho 
one hand, to supply a method. by which 
an Appellant may sot down an Appeal ez 
parte without having to take out Ap- 
pearance Orders against a non-appearing 
Respondent, and, on the other hand, to 
ensure the Respondent's having ample 
notice of the Appeal, and a reasonable 
time.within whieh to appear. 

4. As the Order is intended to apply to 
Appeals from all Courts from which an 
‘Appeal lies to His Majesty in Conncil, it 
has necessarily beon framed in: general 
terms, but their Lordships couceive 
its provisions cannot in any way conflict 
with the Rules for the time heing in force 
in any of the Courts referred to. 

5. Their Lordships have observed that 
in many cases a considerable interval 
elapses between the admission of the 














Appesl and the dispatch of the Reoord, 
In an Appeel reosntly. hoard by thelp 
Fordahipa this interyal amounted to gray 
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three years. The Order in Council a 
cordingly provides for the Respoudent’s 
receiving notico of the dispatch of the 
Record to England. . 

6. ‘Their Lordships desire me, in con- 
clusion, to express the hope that the 
‘Transcript Record, or the covering letter 
of the Olficer transmitting the same to 
England, may, whenever practicable, 
show that the notices mentioned in the 
Order have been given to the Respondent, 
in order that the parties to the Appeal 
may have the benefit of the procedure 
provided by the Order.

I reached Saigon on April 29tb, the 
only matter of interest on the voyage

The following afternoon, 30th inst., I 
carefully compiled a summary of my ex- 
periences and observations during my 
five days’ stay at Camranh, and handed 
in the summary at the telegraph office to 
bo wired to America and Europe.

I then drow attention to the fact that 
there had been considerable delay in 
advising me that my wires could not be 
forwarded, and he replied that all my 
telegrams had first to be transmitted to 
the Governor-General at Hanoi before 
being sent to the cable station at Cape 
St. James, which caused delay. 

Tauggested that i was under the im- 
pression that I was collecting news for 
English and American papers, but the 
present outcome seemed to be that the 
Governor-General for the time being was 
getting the sole benefit of that service, 

As it was impossible to get any satis- 
faction from the Chief of the Telegr«phs, 
who always finally referred to his instruc- 
tions from Hanoi, I asked him if he im- 
agined that such action would prevent 
publicity of French doings, | Ho replied 
that I could not telegraph, to which I 
rejoined not from Saigon, but I certainly 
would from Hongkong, for which port I 
hoped to sail on the following day. 

He then changed his manner, aud 
thought I might see the Lioutenant, 
Governor ; but I pointed out I did not 
now intend to do that, as the Lieutenant- 
Governor, however sympathetic he might 
be, could not well reverse the orders of

My visit to Camrauh and my per- 
sonal observations have convinced me 
that withont French assistance in allow- 
ing the Balticans to rendezvous there and 
to receive the fullest supplies of coal, 
cattle, water, fresh and other provisions, 
avd to make fall use of the French tele- 
graphs, the Balticans would have been in 
sad straits, for when they all arrived on 
12th April they were dangerously short 
of all supplies. 

The fact that Camraoh is a magni- 
ficent bay, and is held as a concession by 
the Marquis de Bartélemy and tho 
Marquis de Pontalis, who, as oonces- 
sionaires, are allowed to receive cargo 
and to tranship it without same passing 
through the Customs, suggests a pro-

‘Immense quantities of coal and stores 
been stored at Saigon, with the full 
knowledge of the French authorities, for 
the Balticans for months past and kept 
ready for transhipment. The re-pro- 
visioning of the Balticans was openly 
Proceeded with under the direction of 
Prince Lieven, the captain of the interned 
Russian cruiser Diana, assisted by the 
Rassian naval contractors, Ginsberg and. 
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Co. (Mr: Mess), who arrived at Saigon. 
The captains of vessels, French and 
man, were paid enormous sums for the 
transhipment of stores from Saigon to: 
Camranb. 

Admiral de Jonquiéres was present in 

the cruiser ‘Deverte at Camranh i 

nearly the whole of the time when the 

Balticans were replenishing, and_no at- 

tempt was made by the French Govern- 
ment to check same until I wired home 
what was scrually occurring. Then about 
24th April Admiral de Jonquidres advised 
the Russians to cease and to hasten and 
leave. He left for Nhatrang, and arranged 
with an agent at Camranh’ to wire him 
when the Russians left ; they, instead, 
continued operations, and an xv of 
gurinue operons, ant on sree of 
sian men-of-war entered the harbour, 
conled, and departed, using the harbour as 
base. Admiral de Jonquiérés returned on 
the 26ch, after farther remonstrances from 
Japan, and the jians left on the 
following morning, being thus allowed 15 
days in which to receive the fullest sup- 
plies, and they left only when the trans- 
ports were empty. 

I, personally, boarded the French 
steamer am, which was full of, 
contraband, and was unloading under the 
superintendence of two Russian pay- 
masters. Junks and boats were carrying 
the same to Russian cruisers in the pre- 
‘sence of Descartes. This assistance 
and far-stretched neutrality enabled the 
Russians to proceed and to intercept 
international steamers on route. Tho 
Russians are now fully stocked with 
everything, thanks to French assistance 
and in being allowed to convert Cam: 
ranh Bay for fifteen days practically 
into a Russian naval base. The action 
of the French striking contrast to 
that of the British at Hongkong and 
Singapore, who are stopping any steamer 
having tho slightest suspicion of carry- 
ing contraband.” 

The effect of this telegram has since 
been seen, and, for Imperial reasons, it 
was not published lvoally at the time, for 
fear of its effect on the Japancse. 

Although the French authorities with 
their questionable methods refused to 
transmit for publication that on the 29th 
ult. four Russian transports were still 
loading contraband at with their 
full knowledge and consent, yet on tho 
Srd inst. the four transports were 
there, loading coal for the Russian stores, 
these being the Kiet i Knias 
Gortschakof, and Kitay. 

In-addition, anchored inside Cape St. 
James were four heavy-laden German 
transporte two of which were the Bylgia 
and Seriphoe—the names of the other two 
{could not decipher. 

Ontside Cape St. James, at the: 
anchorage, were the following German 
transports (Inden):— Milos, Tertia, 
Mecklonbourg, Tsimo, Caarden, and West- 
phalia, The empty transports there were 
the Badenia, Batavia, Artemia, Bothania, 
being fine four-masted steamers of 7,500 
tons. 


The ss. Dagmar had left on the 29th 
ult. with a cargo of flour for the Balti- 
cate, and the Erigan wes loading provi- 
sions at Saigon for the same recipients. 
Other transports from Europe were 
expected daily at Cape St. James, and 
Prince Lieven was responsible for the 
statement that altogether seventy-five 
transports were expected at Cape St. 
Tames,

FRANCE AND GER- 
MANY IN MOROCCO. 


Although the tension in Morocco is hap- 
Bort it is interesting to note the views 

id in Germany on the subject. The 
following is a translation of a letter from 
the Berlin correspondent of “ Der Ost- 
asiatische Lloyd ”— 

It is part of the German character to 
take pleasure in criticism, and hence the 
Gorman Government can rarely take any 
stop in home or foreign politics without 
an accompaniment of a many-voiced 
chorus of critics. The journey of the 
Gorman Emperor to Moroeco has formed, 
however, an exception, so that from the 
“North German Gazette” down to th 
otherwise generally op-ositional Radi 
Party, the action of the Emperor in visit- 
ing Tangiers meets with approval. 

iis concensus of opinion on the visit 
would certainly not have been so general 
if there were not on every side a firm 
conviction that the visit could not be re- 
garded as » hostile demonstration against 
any foreign power. Germany's aims in 
Moroceo are of a thoroughly peaceful 
nature. Germany demands in and for 
Morocco merely what Great Britain 
and the United States demand in and 
for China, viz. the open door. Germany's 
trade interests in Morocco are very 
important, and hence Germans do not 
wish to be cut out by an economic mono- 
poly in the country on the part of 
France. 











In this desire, Germany does not stand 
alone. Three weeks before the visit of 
the German Emperor, the Government of 
the United States of North America had 
raised the American Consulate in Tangier 
to the rank of a Legation, and the former 
Consul, Mr. Gomery, to the position ef 
Envoy Plenipotentiary. The United 
States has thus made clear the signific- 
ance attributed to the land of the Sherif, 
and, at the same time, caused it to be 

that the United States 
Government is not prepared to regard 
the French envoy in Morocco as; in a 
sense, the collective representative of all 
civilised nations. 

For the Spaniards the idea of a 
‘al and economic monopoly of the French 
in Morocco was even more obnoxious. As 
early as tho sutamn of last year numerous 
complaints came from the Spanish colony 
in Morocco, that the French capitalists 
are obliterating the economic interests of 
‘Spainin Morocco. ‘The anxiety increased 
as in November the “ Compagnie Mixte,” 
in addition to its already existing 
fortnightly service of steamers, establish- 
ed a weekly line which with almost every 
steamer brought either French capitalists

of workmen, toili 
for their daily bread in Tangiers and the 
other Moorish coast towns, regarded this 
French competition with jealous alanm. 
Even at that time the local Spanish 
Press in Tangiers, as well as the Pross in 
Spain, expressed the hope that Germany 
would not allow France to obtain 
preponderating power in Morocco. And 
when the journey of the Emperor was 
first decided upon, the Spanish Press 
uttered still more definite expressions of 
ogion. Thus “El Liberal,” a paper 
otherwise friendly to France, wrote: 
“The visit of the Emperor William to 
the diplomatic capital of the Sherifian 
country pleases us exceedingly. Any 
change in the present position must be 
of advantage rather than of disadvantage 
to us.” So much has already become 
clearly 
of exclusive influence and interference on 
the part'of France in Morocco cannot be 
maintained. 

It is to be recognised, that even in 
France the procedure of Germany is 
declared to be justifiable by thoughtful 
jand honourable politicians. “Thus 
1M. De Lanessan, who can speak 
jon colonial politics from own 
experience, said Germany is defending 
her interests in Morocco just as France 
protects her And the French colonial 
politician has expressly warned France 
‘agaiust a policy of adventure in Morocco. 
In reality every thoughtful French poli 
tician should just now especially bear in 
mind the example of the allied Russian 
Empire, which also sought to monopolise 
for itself alone the territory of Manchuria, 
‘a8 important both politically and enomi- 
cally, and that Has now to suffer so 
severely for its mistake in pushing aside 
the interests and claims of oth Per-

It was the only public way from Singka- 
za and other villages to North Honan 
Rona. ess thought that the path, in 
the strip of land 22 ft. wide, leading to the 
watchman’s house, was on the west, or in 
the middle of the strip. The path might 
bes little wider than it had been previous 
ly, Witness thought it had been 2 or - 
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ft. wide, wheress the Magistrate said it 
ought to be 6 ft. Capt objected 
to this, and Mr. Pitzipios said it ought 
to be 6 ft, wide. All the Iand, except 
witness's, was covered with water in rainy 
woather. Witness bad raised his. The 
road across Capt. Roope’s property was 
also impassable in wet weather ; natives 
Of the villages, therefore, could not bring 
their wheelbarrows along, and if they 
used the path they turned their trousers 
up to their knees. He had no knowledge 
of another road which joined North 
Honan Road near Mr, Jobn_ Wilson's 
hovise, Witriess purchased U. 8.

the money was paid by the shroff. 
‘The receipt for the money was signed 
“B. Keighley Smith.” In the usual 
course of business the receipt would 
be sent to the London office of the 
Bank, and that was done in thin case, 
‘Tue Bank had wired home about it and 
had since received a reply that the 
signature to the receipt was a forgery. 
‘The next time witness saw the prisone 
was when he camo up onthe English 














mail. Witness said: “Hello, Mr. 
Keighley Smith, you've come back to 
Shanghai!” The prisoner replied: My 


ame is Andi6e.”” 

In veply to his: Worship, the prisoner 
was understood to say that he had no 
question to put to the witness, but Inter 
the prisuner asserted that he hada question 
to put. 

In reply tothe prisoner, the witness 
svid that he was alvised that the 
signature to the receipt wus a forgery we 
\elogram from. the ‘London office fe 
supposed that the London office sent it to 
the person who had remitted the money 
and such person pronounced the signature 
a forgery. 

In reply to the Court, witness repeat- 
ed that the money was paid to prisoner 
in tho belief that he was B. Keighley 
Smith, a passeuger by the Minnesota. 
‘The Bank was satisfied that the mau to 
whom tho money was paid over was not 
the mun referred to in the telegraphic 
message. 

Koo Huan-chue, a shroff omployed at 

















the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank, said 
tl ton the vouchor was his 
writing. “Paid Th 

aud $1.62.” 1t showed that he had paid 


out that money according to the iustrac- 
tions on the face of the documant. 

‘Tho intorproter pointed out that there 
were further characters endorsed on the 
voucher, and in reply to a question by 
his Worship, the witness said the char- 
acters meant: ‘2nd moon, 3rd day, 
which means 8th March, 1905, paid in 
all ‘Ts. 151.18.” In explanation the 
witness said ho asked the payeo how he 
wanted the money and he 
have Tis, 150 and the bi 
ross-examined by the prisoner—Ho 
could identify the man to whom he paid 
the money. ‘The mau was now 6 
in the contre of the Court (the prisoner), 
Sine he paid the money he hid not seea 
the mn until the present time. Some- 
times he dealt with over 100 customers in 
one day, sometimes with over 300. He 
remembered this man. If a man came to 
the Bank and was served by him once, 
cou'd identify him when he met him again. 
Had the prisoner not been to the Bank

Witni 
get the contracts when he was secretary 
‘of the company and some of the work 
was promised to him personally. When 
he withdrew from the company there 
was an understanding that Wintolbach 
should pay his hotel bill and this was 
done, Witness turned over the office 
forniture and a buggy to Wintebach. 
‘Wintelbach paid bills for witness to the 
extent of $840 cepted him as a. 
partuer. At the time of joining the 
company Wintelbach had no money, but 
witness was able to got money from a 
compradore who advanced him money to 
any amount, Witnecs was now going

The Serious Charge of Arson. 
The hearing was resumed of the case 


ad|jn which Ku Sze-fob, proprietor, and 


‘Tang Ying-sia, manager, of the genoral 
ore 414 Fobikion Road, and Cbu Abe 
nyi, cook at the adjoining drug shop, 
were charged with being concerned to- 
gether in wilfully and maliciously setting 
fire to the shop, 415, Fobkien Road, with 
intent to defraud the Now Zealand and 
Queon Fire Insurance Companies, theroby 
causing the death of one Sun Cha-sz0, 
aud causing the loss of proporty, at 2.45 
a.m, on the Srd of April 

‘Mr. Wilson (Messrs, Stokes and Platt) 
appesced for the defeuco of the prisoner 
Ku Sze-fob. 

As it had boon assorted that ono of the 
witnesses for the prosecution, the godown 
assistant, bad ben paid by Wong Hung- 
fong to give evidouce, aud that Woug 
had promised money to tho Police 
Station gatekeoper to say nothing about 
it, the native gato-keoper was called to 
give evidence and produced his entry 
ook, He denied that Wong had ever 
given him mouey or promised him money. 

Mr, Wilson then asked Inspector 
Lynch to tell the Court what Wong had 

id with regard to « bank ordergiven by 
him to the godown assistant and which 
had eventually been dishonoured. 

Inspector Lynch - said that during 
the proceedings in this case, wheu 
the case had boon remanded, wituess 
questioned Wong Hung-fong regarding 
the witnesses—as to who they were aud 
whether they were likely to go away bo- 
fore the case was completed. Wong 
said he did not think they would go 
away. In order to secure the godown 
assistant’s, attendance he had given tho 
man money for his expenses during the 
trial. He said he had given the man 
cheque for a lacgor amount than his 
expenses, but it could not be cashed 
uutil a certain date, when the proceed- 
ings were expected to be finished. Tho 
case should, in the ordinary course, have 
been finished by that date, but it was 
not. Wong was then afraid that tho 
godown assistant might cash the cheque 
on its due date and leave Shanghai, so 
bbe went to the native bauk and stopped 
the cheque. The cheque was for $90, 

Mr. Wilson then questioned the pri 
soner Ku Sze-fob, who said that wo 
shroff Sung Zung-foh’s evi as to 
Ku coming to the office and paying the 
premia and taking away the policies of 
insurance was not true, Ku was away 
from Shanghai at the, time, He had 
never tried to increase the insurance from 
Tis, 2,000 to Tis. 3,000. ‘The only policy 
he had ever taken out was the original 





























policy taken out by him last year. 
‘Mr. Wilson said be had intended to 
call further evidence, and until just re- 
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cently thought further witnesses were 
going to attend. He found out at the 
Tast moment, however, that whereas they 
had previously expressed their intention 
of giving evidence, they said now that 
they preferred not to doso. He would 
like the Court to take a note of this, as 
it seemed very peculiar. 

Mr, Wilson then addressed the Court 
on behalf of the prisoner Ku Sze-foh. 
He said the principal evidence against 
Ku rested upon the statements made by 
prisoner Chu Ab-nyi. Chu, however, had 
made astatement implicating Wong Hung- 
fong, the proprietor of the drug shop next 
to Ku’sstore. The polige had ignored that 
part of the statement, however, and had 
brought no charge whatever against 
Wong. Now if Chu’s statement against 
Wong was aot to be accepted, neither 
should any reliance be placed upon his 
evidence against Ku. If Wong were to 
go scot free, then Ku should be treated 
in the samo way. If the evidence wei 
not reliable against one, it was not r 
t the other. Wong Hung-fong had 
parently beon most energetic in work- 

ing up the evidence against the prisoners, 

and Counsel could not imagine a more 
successful way of covering up his own 
guilt. Wong had said that Chu Ab-n; 

was recommended to him as x cook by 

Ku, Now Chu was originally really the 

er’s ricaha coolie at Ku’s hong. 
" Ku knew him as such and all else he 
knew about him was that he ontered 

Wong’s employment about the middlo of 

the second moon of this year. The other 
principal witness was the godown assis- 
tant, who had given minute dotails of 
the goods removed from the shop be- 
tween the middle of the second moon 
and the date of the fire. He said that 
the goods were removed on Ku’s iustrue- 
tions. Now this was absolutely absurd : 
it could not have happened, for Ku had 
beon shown to have beon away from Shaug- 
hai at that time. It was remarkable that 

Chu Ab-nyi’s evidence contained a good 

deal concerning Wong, but this godown 

man had not said a word about Wong. 

Inspector Lynch’s oxplanation was very 

intorosting. Wong had asked the godown 

man to give evidence and had given him 
abank order for $90 for his expenses. 

‘As the bank order was not to be cashed 

‘until the case was concluded, how could 

the money be for expenses? If it was 


























which had its own system of compelling 
the attendance of necess ry witnesses, 
‘This transaction between Wong and tie 
godown man should be viewed with vory 
grave suspicion. It came to this, that 
witness had been paid money to give 

idence; that he gavo very strong 
evidence against Ku, but never mention- 
‘ed Wong, whoreas ‘the other witnesses 
did mention Wong. If such procedure 
wore allowed by the Court, it would 
be impossible to get justice there. 
With regard to the insurance, Ku 
frankly admitted that he held a policy 
for Tis. 1,000, but said he knew nothing 
“whatever of any other policies. Wong had 
said that during the threo days previous 
to the fire, insurance policies to the 
amount of Tis. 3,000 were taken out. 
There wore certainly uot taken out by 
Ku. Ku was away from Shanghai until 
the 28th day of the second moon, and 
these policies were taken out and 
the premia paid on the 27th day of 
that moon. ‘The shroff Sung Zung-foh 
said that Ku took out the policies and 
requested the incressed insurance. Then 
he altered this and said the policy was 





















a by Chang, who received the 
icy from the holder, Hau Sung-gee, and 
Eeacsbat Ku dia wal all at che afce 
on the Ist of April (27th of 2nd moon) 
and pay the premia and"take away the 
new policies, He said he had never seen 
Ku before that date. How then did he 
come to hand over a policy to a man he. 
had never seen, when tho negotiations 
for the insurance had been carried on 
by other people ? He was probably mis- 
taken in the man who came to get the 
policy. On that date Ku and his brother 
and another piece-goods man were away 
atKading. They were away fivedaysand 
turned to Shanghai at 4 p.m. on the 
28th of the 2nd moon. On his return 
Ku went to the store, but did nothing 
more probably than say, “How dye 
do?” to the manager and ‘then went out. 
‘The fire took place that night, and after 
the fire Ku heard for the first time of the 
goods having been removed to the 
manager’s godown. The next thing that 
happened was that Ku was arrested, 
Now the person who ordered the goods 
to be removed and who most probably 
planned the arson was the manager, Hau 
Sung-gee, who was also a partner and 
had a direct interest. Hau Sung-geo had 
not been charged, but yot he had dis- 
appeared from Shanghai. Ku did not 
take any active interest in the business 
of the store; he was practically a sleep- 
partner. Counsel submitted that the 
ust Ku was not sufficiently 
clear to convict upon for such a crime as 
son. Taking all the facts into con- 
sideration, aud particularly the matter 
of the paid witness, Counsel thought the 
Court would say there was no substantia. 
tion of the charge against Ku. 
Inspector Lynch said that th 
after the fire Wong Hung-fong 
in a Chinese newspaper an adver 
stating that there were suspicious cir- 
cumstances with regard to the fire and 
advising the insurance companies not to 
pay out the iusurauce moneys u 
matter had been thoroughly 
into. During the course of the enquiries 
made by the police Woug drew the insur- 
ance money, on his own policy, and after- 
wards told the police something which 
led to tho arrest of the three prisoners, 
































‘Theso were not the acts of a man himself 
guilty of arson, After his arrest Chi 
Ah-nyi made a statement, in which 





said ho was paid by Ku and T'ang to set 
the shop, No. 415, on fire. Eater on 
he made a differont statement, this 
time implicating Wong. That was the 
first and only evidence the police heard 
in connection with Wong and was a 
direct contradiction of Chu’s first state- 
ment. As to Ku being away from Shang- 
hai, they had only the evidence of Ku 
himself, his brother, and that of a man 
who said he saw Ku on the boat going 
to Kading, but that was the only time 
he had ever seen Ku. On the other 
hand, the shroff Sung Zung-foh distinctly 
said that Ku came to the office and paid 
the premia ou the policies on the Ist of 
April. Sung was surely a reliable wit- 
ness. It could be of no benefit to him 
whatever to come to Court and make a 
false statement on that point. Then 
there was the evidence of the shop ap- 
prentice, who said he heard the three 
prisoners discussing about setting the 
shop on fire and heard Ku and T'ang 
promise Chu some mouey. There was 
also the fxct that an IO. U. was found 
upon Chu when he was arrested, which 
stated that the geueral store owed him 
(Chu) $400—a very large sum for a store 
to owe toa cook or ricsha coolie. The 
inspector said he thought the evidence 
‘was very clear against the three prisoners. 


























There was no doubt that arson bad been 
committed and that the threo prisoners 
arranged it. It was a very bad caso 
and included frand, the destruction of 
property, and murder. If the Court 
found the prisoners guilty, he hoped that 
they would pass a very severe sentence 
as a warning to the prisoners as well as 
to others who might be contemplating 
a similar crime. 

Judgment was reserved until 10 a.m. 
on Wednesday next.

value of the batter ($80) forthwith aud the 
balance within two weeks, and to give 
security for the payment of the balance. 
In default of security, these men were 
kept in custody until the 22nd instant, 
but in the meantime the wife of the cargo- 
Doat-owner heard that the siolen butter 
was on board the launch Ripple. She 
accordingly took upon herself to watch the 
Jauach with tuo reeult that sho detected 
the prisoners in their attempt to land the 
butter. Sho notified the police, with the 
result that the prisoners were arrested and 
the stolen butter was found stowed away 
under the bottom boards of the launch. 
The wife of the cargo-bost-owner gave 
evidence, and the laodah admitted posses- 
sion of the butter, He volunteered to 
refund to the owuers the value of the 
stolen property, He was s2ntenced to six 
months’ imprisonment, to be reduced to 
four months should he refund the value to 
the owners of the tins of butter still 
missing. ‘The other prisoners were sen 
tenced to two months’ imprisonment each. 
More Gambling Raids, - 
Twenty-five natives were charged with 
publicly gambling with dice, dominoes, 
ete., at a tea-house, No. 3067, Yang'sepoo 
Road, on the 23rd instant. Inspector 
Alors gave evidence that ho and Sergomt 
McQuillan, in company with two Indian 
constables, raided the premivws on the 
night of the 22nd instant. No Chinese 
constables were employed as it was thonght 
they might communicate with the gamb- 
Jers Ail sho exits were guarded and the 
foreign iuspectors entered the house, with 
the result that the prisoners now before 
the Court were arrested. Others escaped 
by the roof, but the majority were captur- 
ed. Ab ut $100 in money was seized from 
the tables. The gamblers captured included 
two native policemen, one who was off 
du'y and the other supposed to be on 
duty. A third native polieemin effected his 
escaye, In the excitement, tables and lamps 
id the furnituce and of 
were badly damaged. 
‘The Inspector asked for an exemplary 
‘sentence to bopassed upon the two police- 
constables captured. ‘The constables 
wore sentenced to 300 blows, two weeks’ 
cangue, xnd six months? imprisonment 
. ‘Two defendants failed to answer to 
their bail and bail was ordered to be 
forfeited. The remaining prisoners were 
each sentenced to 300 blows and one 
month’s cangue. ‘The Assessor recom- 
mended that in future casos of this 
nature bail should not be allowed and 
that the whole of the defendants charged 
should be brought up without distinction 
as to the nature of their employment. 

In another case five natives were 
charged with publicly gambling at the 
house Nos. 129-30, Taku Road, at 9.45 
p.m. on the 22nd instant. In 
Taspector Mackintosh, Detective-sergeant 
Burnside, and two natives constables 
raided the premises, in which were 
found five gambling tables, all 
in use. The place was a regular gambling 
saloon and well patronised, and large 
sums of money coul'l be lost there ina 
short space of time. “It was otly owing to 
the fact that such a small body of police 
were present, that but few of the gamblers 
were captured. The prisoners were each 

= sentenced to 390. blows and one mon 
imprisonment, with the exception that a 
house-boy in foreign employ, who was 
alleged to be the proprietor of the gambling 
house, was sentenced to an additional six 
months’ imprisonment.

Resisting the Police. 

Wong Kwoh-che, Wong Ding-lee, Wong 
Chee-zeh, Wong Kwoh-ching and Sing 
Ab-pao were charged with being conc>rned 
with others not in enstody in abstruct- 
ing native detective Ming Tsu whilst in 
the execution of his duty on the 26th of 
March ; also with aseaulting and beating 
the detective and rescuin: « prisoner from 











Tnspector G. Matheson appeared for the 
Police,.and Mr. A. S. Wilson of Messrs. 
§ okes, Platt and Teesdale for the accused. 

Inspector Matheson said that the facts 
of this case were that about 7.45 p.m. on 
the 26th of March a report was made at 
the Central Police Station that a well- 
known thief was ina certain tea shop in 
the Taku Road. This man was accused of 
stealing $350 worth of silk from a house in 
the Szechuen Road in September last. The 
detective Ming Tsu went at onc> to this tea 
op in the Twka Rod, and on arrival 
found that the well-known thief had left, 
but the detective found him i 

‘The 


proceeded to ask the thief some 
questions about this robbery. ‘The maa 
who was with the thief left him and went 
in house near, and he cxme out 
again with a number of men, about ten or 
fifteen, and they set upon the detective 
and assaulted him and knocked him into a 
creek, The thief made his escape. The 
detective on recovering himself blew hi 
whistle xnd a number of men went to his 
assistance. These men would be brought 
as witnesses and they would state that 
they actually saw the accused men assault 
the detective and knock him into the 
creek. The men were arrested and taken 
to the Central Station and charged with 
obstructing the detective in the execution 
of his duty. The foreign sergeant who was 
in the charge room at the station saw that 
the detective was covered with mud and 
that two of the witnesses were bloeding 
from wounds on the hands inflic‘ed by the 
prisoners at the time of the assault. ‘The 
witnesses would point out the men who 
had used these instruments, produced. 
Ming Tsu, dotectivo, said that on the 
26th of March about 7.45 p.m. he was on 
duty at the Central Police Station when 
his second reported to him that there 
was a thief who had been three times 
previously convicted, and who had stolen 
$350 worth of silk from Szechuen Road, 
in a tea shop in the Taku Road. Witness. 
proceeded to the place mentioned, and 
on arrival another second, who had ‘been 
watching the thief, told him that the 
thief liad gone away in a northerly direc- 
tion. Witness proceeded to follon, but 
seoing the man he called to him by name 
and he stopped. On coming up’ to the 
man witness began to question him as to 
where he had beon since his release from 
prison, and the thief replied that he had 
only just returned to Shanghai. W: 
reminded him that he had been deported, 
and then asked him if he had committed 
s larceny of silk in Szechuen Road. The 
man replied, “Of course, on that ac- 
count I do not come out in the daytime.” 
‘The man who had been in company with 
the thief then returned from the house 
he had entered with more than ten men. 
These mon asked the witness why he had 
questioned the thief and witness replied 
that he knew the man he was speaking 
to was a thief. Themen then accused 
witness of bringing-false charges against 
the man, and one of them gave him 
a smack across the face, and then he 
was knocked into » creek tha: ran near by. 
Witness blew his whistle and several men 
went to his assistance. The thief's friends 
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then began to assault the men who had 
come up. Witness found that his two 
seconds were wounded, also another man. 
The two seconds that were wounded 
arrested two men, and two strangers 
assisted witness to arrest three more. ‘The 
five men were conveyed to thestation. ‘The 








case was explained to the eant in 
charge through an interpreter and the men 
were locked up. 

By Inspector Matheson—Witness had 


identified the thief and ho was in his 
custody when the other men’came to his 
rescue. The assault took place in the 
Settlement off Mohawk Road. Witness 
identified all the accused. 

Crow-examined by Mr. Wilton—Tho 
second who informed witness of the where- 
abouts of the thief had only one name. 
Witness had four seconds, and the man 
who watched the thief was one of them. 
‘Ths shop where he was was just op] 
the market in Morriss? village. Witness 
cxme up with the thief on a pathway near 
the road. It was just on the English side of 
the creek that divided it from the French 
Concession. He was not between two 
‘When the thief’s companion went 
off to fotch the other men, witnoas had 
arrested the thief, He was holding his 
hands and talking to him. Ho had not 
been told to arrest the man by any foreign 
officer, but he knew that the man had 
stolen the silkand therefore arrested him 
on that account. Witnoss had no other 
authority for arresting the man, but it 
was the general custom if 8 man 
admitted a crime to take him to the 
station, If a msn had stolen goods 
and a detective told him of the circum- 
stances and asked him about it he usually 
admitted it. There were not any 
members of the police force among the 
persons who went to witness’ assistance, 
Witness could not account for the fact 
that no policeman appeared. He know 
that it had been stated in ‘that Court 
that if the policemen wore doing their 
daty on their beats and one was to blow 
his whistle the constable on either side 
of him would respond, but he could not 
give any resson why no policeman 
appeared on this occasion. ‘The con- 
stables in the vicinity could not have 
rd his whistle.

EDUCATIONAL 
ASSOCIATION OF 
CHINA.

THE recent triennial meeting of 
this body in Shanghai calls attention 
to its work, its plans, and its aims. 
Those of our readers who may have 
glanced over the outline of its pro- 
ceedings published in these columns, 
are aware of the wide range which 
the discussions have taken and the 
variety of topics debated. 

But practically no report has been 
made public of the sectional meet- 
ings, of 
afternoon, with numerous important 
and well-considered papers. ‘The 
committee found that in spite ,of 
efforts to the contrary, they had 
fallen into the almost inevitable mis- 
tuke of introducing so many topics 
that it was a physical impossibilit 
to consider any one of them in fall, 
The different reports preseuted 
showed that a much greater amount 
of work had been accomplished than 
in ny preceding year. In the 
first twelve years of its life the 
Executive Committee held in all 34 
meetings, an average of less than 
three per annum, whereas during the 
last triennium, the number of 
sessions was 27. The membership 
has likewise increased apxce, a net 
addition of 65 names being enrolled 
within the past three years, while 
during the late meetings & sti er 
number was added, ioging the 
present total nearly to 400. 

Many of the older members whose 
faces have been so often seen in 
attendance, were not present this 
year, but in their place were com- 
panies of younger members represent- 
ing many provinces and cities, up»n 
whose capable shoulders _ heavy 
burdens are already placed. Au 
intelligent and sympathetic observer 
would probably have recognised in 
the members of the recent gathering 
some of the cream of the foreign 
educational talent now in China. 
It is the aim and the hope of this 
‘Association to unify and to ise 
the work of teachers throughout the 
Chinese Empire. Much has been 
already accomplished in the slow, 
patient, and laborious sifting of 





which there were four each | P' 


technical terms in many departments 
of knowledge, a considerable part of 
which is embodied in a dictionary 
published duriog the year, of which 
we recommend our readers who 
can speak or read Chinese, to 
procure a copy for examination 
and for study. This volume is 
in itself an ample justification of 
the existence and the labours 
of the Educational Association, but 
the work in fixing these terms is 
still far from complete. This is a 
linguistic service which the Chinese 
are quite incapable of doing forthem- 
selves, and which cannot be too 
on accomplished. . The preparation 
of text-books has been, and is to be, a 
prominent feature of the Society's 
rogramme, us well in taking the 
Initiative as in preventing wasteful 
duplication of effort. But busy 
teachers are unable to give the proper 
timeto thisgreat enterprise, and there 
is need of a genvrsl Educational 
Secretary, whose duties would be 
diverse and important, ainong them 
that of editing ‘an educational 
journal for all China, for which the 
time has fully arrived. 

The reports on the prosp-ctive 
introduction of kindergartens in 
China are of considerable interest, 
both asa prophecy and a promise, 
for the Chinese have shown them- 
selves most receptive to these new 
methods. The extension of the use of 
romanisation is another advance step 
in which much has besn accomplish- 
ed during the year, with excellent 
prospects for the future. There was at, 
the last meeting a general ¢ nsensus 
of testimony as to the incrensing use 
of the mandarin dialect in parts of 
China where it is not native. Is 
may surprise some of our readers to 
hear that even in Fukien and Can- 





ton, the dialects of which are most 
remote from the mandarin, books 
written in that dislect are quite in- 
telligible. 

The Educational Association and 
the Diffusion Society are diff-rent 
faces of a single die, each intended 
and adapted to leave an indelible 
stamp upon Chins, They are im- 
portant and efficient aids to the 
Chinese Government in its some- 
what unsteady efforts to introduce n 
new sysiem of education, itself one of 
the mightiest revolutions iti history. 
Each of these altruistic organisations 
is greatly in need of large funds for 


the prosecution of its work. Money 
from somewhere is torthcbming to 
sow the China seas with explosive 
mines, » menace to all navigation 
and commerce. If an equal amount 
le to furnish China 
with a new literature and with suit- 
able text-books, it would do more to 
prevent riots than a fleet of war- 
ships. We commend: this simple 
recipe to men of wealth who wish - 
well to China,

But that no man more 
ardently desired peace than Baron Rosen 
or entertained friendlier feelings towards 
Japan, is certain. Fate directed events 
with sinister injustice when he became 
vicariously responsible for the outbreak 
of war, but none the less it might reason- 
ably have peon feared that since diplo- 
matic justice is proverbially blind, his 
ofticial career was ruined. But happily 
the spprehension has not been con- 
firmed by events.

fight the soldiers managed to recapture 
the rescued man alive and also one of 
the rescuers. The sentence was then 
carried out “as previously arranged,” 
with the addition that the man who was 
taken at the same time was also beheaded. 
The Canton-Whampoa Railway. 

In reply to the contention of the 
American Concessionsires of the pro- 
posed Canton-Hankow Railway that the 
construction of the Canton- Whampoa 
Railway is within thei soseeasion 80: 
cording to agreement, H.E. Shéng Kung- 
pao, “ow ie Peking, has declared. thet 
this line is not depicted in the plans 
drawn up by Mr. Parsons and approved 
of by the Imperial Government. Only 
railway lines appearing in Mr. Parson's, 
plans must uot be constructed by out- 
siders, hence the American concession- 
sires of the Canton-Hankow Railway 
have no right to the construction of 
the Canton-Whampos Railway by Chi- 
nese. This has beev communicated to the’ 
Waiwupu by H.E. Shéng Kung-pao, and 
will doubtless be the attitude assumed 
by the Imperial Government on the ques- 
tion. A private letter from Peking 
states that HE. Shéng has succeeded in 
placating his many enemies in the North, 
and his way in the future will doubtless 
be smoother than it has been during the 
past two years or s0. 

The Chinese Way. 

A certain desperado of Chiiyéhsien, 
Sht., with » following of over two hun- 
dred men, voluntarily surrendered the 
other day to Genersl Chang Tsung-pén, 
Major-General of the Yenchou Circuit of 
Shantung province, declaring a desire to 
reform and to enlist ss regular soldiers 
under the Major-General.

unlawfully and maliciously cutting and 
wounding one Nicolas -Kerngold with a 
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razor, in the house 3257, Seward Road, 
on the 24th instant, thereby causing him 
grievous bodily harm. 
- Sergeant Macgrogor ssid the com- 
plainant had not appeared and he could 
therefore only for the present call P.O. 
Skillen to give axidence as to arrest and 
then would have to ask for a remand. 

P. C, Skillen (98) said he was on duty 
on Broadway about 4.30 p.m. on the 
24th instant, when a man came up to 





report. In consequence of that report 
witness accompanied the man to @ 
Japanese. hotel, There he found the 
prisoner with his coat off and a razor in 
his hand, He at once took the prisoner 
into custody and P. C. O'Regan (42) took 
the razor away from the man. Witness 
took tha prisoner to Hongkew Police 
Station. He made no statement and 
went quietly. 

Asked ifhe had any questions to put 
to the witness, the prisoner made 
statement which was difficult to under- 
stand, but which was to the following 
effect. He had be by the 
manager of the Georgia Minstrel Com- 
pany on a six months’ contract, and 
when he went to see the complainant on 
Monday about his salary, he was told 
that he was no longer wanted and could 
go. He demanded payment for the work 
he had already done and the complainant 
said he owed him nothing. The com- 
pI t picked up a stick, whereupon 
prisoner took a razor from his pocket and 
mado a slash at the complainant, 
cutting him a gash on the neck, but 
without having any intention of killing 

















him, 

At this stage the hearing was adjourned 
until 2.30 p.m, Sergeant Macgrogor 
saying that he thought he could find the 
complainant by then. 

‘On reanming, P. C. O’Regan (42) said 
that at 4.30 p.m. on the previous day he 
was called to a house in Seward Road 
where he saw a coloured man with his 
coat off and in a very excited condition.

‘The prisoner took part 
Saturday night’s performance and was paid 
for his services ou Tuesday and told that 
he was no longer requi ‘On Wednes- 
day witness was not teeling well and went 
to his bedr.om to lie down. The prisoner 
came in and asked fur more money. Wit- 
ness told him he could not get any more, 
especially from witness, as Mr. Goldenberg 
attended to all the money matters. There- 
upon the prisoner jamped on the bed and 
struck witness, who was lying on the bed 
at the time, At first witness did not know 
he had been struck with s ebarp iustru- 
ment and jumped from his bed. ‘Then the 
prisoner struck at him a second 
the instrument only cut the 
his shirt.
